Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant claims that the addition of a 'classification module" would suffice to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 
rejection. Examiner disagrees. Applicant stated 'State Street Bank and Trust company vs Signature Financial Group' as an example for 
their argument. Applicant fails to see that the practical application is the 'final share price.' Applicant also adds to the Examiner position 
by listing numerous functions for the invention such as speech and handwriting recognition, web page classification, word translation 
models, and news article classification. All these need separate applications. The claims are still in the domain of being abstract due to 
the fact that numerous functions can be employed. 

The statement that both Cao and Li are part of the Lian reference, Lian is not part of the application, therefore the Examiner is allowed to 
employ the reference. In reference to the declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.132, this document is not inclusive only to the authors of Cao 
and Li. It states that Cao and Li were authors of the reference but it does not state that they were the only authors of the reference. . 
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
